College and There Recognized as 


Thst of a Girl Who Had Ap- 


plied for Treatment 


CIEV ELAND, O , Nov Ib —Dr Charles 


H Springer was arrested yesterday, 
charged with procuring an abortion 
on Hattie Malady and causing her 
death 
Hattie v>as 17 years old, and 


has been missing for ten days. The 
police found htr body in Wooster med- 
ical college 
Dr Springer admits that 


the girl came to his office and died 
there but denies performing the opera- 
tion 
He will not explain how the 


body came into possession of the col- 
lege The arrest created a sensation, 
as Dr Springer is one of the best- 
known physicians in the cifj 


Yesterday morning Doctors Scotton 


and Rossenwasier, of the Wooster med 
ical college, called on Snpt Hohenand 
told him a startling story Dr Scot- 
ton said that on Tuesday Dr Springer 
came to him at the college and stated 
that he had a good subject for dissec- 
tion which he had received from the 
countrj 
Springer asked Dr Scotton 


if he could us,e the subiect. Scotton 
told Hohen that he made inquiries of 
Springer 
concerning the 
subject. 


Springer said it was the body of a girl 
and that h« came by it legitimately 


' I told him," said Dr Scotton, ' that 


if the subject was all right, I would be 
glad to take it 
When the body ar- 


rived at the college I recognized it as 
that of a girl who had called to consult 
me regarding tieatment, some days 
ago I examined the girl at the time 
and found that she was pregnant She 
left the college soon afterwards, and I 
did not see her again until her dead 
tody i\as brought to the college from 
Dr Springer's."

Graham, but he carried away the im- 
pression from what the secretary said 
that the United States did not intend 
to nee force in any circumstance in the 
restoration of Queep Cilioukalani. 


There was nothing to be learned at 


the department of state yesterday con- 
cerning Hawaii. The many newspa- 
per theories advanced as the basis of 
•ctiou of Minister Willis were sub- 
mitted to the departmental officers 
without eliciting any expression of 
opinion. 
There is more talk to-day to the 


effect that a hitch has occurred in car- 
rying out the programme, if that in- 
volved the restoration of Queen Lihno- 
kalani. It is difficult to perceive what 
solid ground these rumors can stand 
upon in view of the fact that Secre- 
tary Qresham, himself, has confirmed 
the press publication to the effect that 
up to the very moment that the steamer 
China sailed from Honolulu bringing 
the last news that it is possible for 
anyone in the United States to have 
received, 
Minister Willis had not 


formally presented his credentials and 
had not made any movement that had 
met with a check. 
There were no cable dispatches re- 


ceived at the state or navy departments 
yesterday and matters appear to have 
quieted down. Nevertheless there is 
much anxiety among the officials who 
are waiting- impatiently for the arrival 
of the next steamer from Hawaii. 


Consequently, the report from Cali- 


fornia, based on Mr. Spreckles' state- 
ment, that the steamer was due by 
schedule next Saturday night, but 
would arrive at San Francisco to-day, 
was yclcomed at the departments. 


It was said by naval experts who are

ing statements against her father and 
the two other prisoners. 


The officers found in the bonee S109 


worth ot stolen good*, consisting ut 
clothing, revolvers, notion! and jewelry 


Later in tbe day the offioervarrested 


one Albert Woodward, a country boy, 
who talked taain robbing Monday, and 
tailed to report tor work Tuesday, and 
whose taoe waa badly binned and disfig- 
ured, presumably the remit ot jumping 
off the train while it waa in rapid mo- 
tion. Ha hae been a frequent visitor at 
the ahelles Loose. 


The officers were led to break into the 


house on suspicion that it waa a "tense" 
for stolen goods. That suspicion waa 
caused by the girls ot tbe family display- 
ing more jewelry, fine handkerchiefs and 
gloves for their station in lite, and those 
suspicions proved correct. 


It is likely their connection with the 


attempted train robbery waa an after 
thought on the part ot the police, and 
waa due to the tact that one of the pris- 
oners is very tall, which tallies with the 
meagre description given of the would-be 
robbers.

marry. When that time arrives, tne 
parents of tjie yonng man go to a "go- 
between," a regular matrimo»ial agent, 
who, for a fixed stipend, agrees to find 
him a wife. She inquires about among 
her acquaintances until aha finds a girl 
whose parents are willing to sell her 
(for a sale it is) for the sum offered, by 
the family of the young man as a 
marriage portion 
When she has been 


found, and the preliminary negotia- 
tions have proved satisfactory, presents 
are exchanged between the two fam- 
ilies, and also between the two young 
people. This exchange of presents con- 
stitutes the betrothal, and It is so bind- 
ing that it cannot legally be broken 
under any circumstances. Even should 
the young girl diacovei (as she too 
often does) that her future husband is 
a cripple, or insane, or even that hor- 
rible thing, a leper, ahe cannot be re- 
leased; she mast go to him, and obey 
his parents as hia wife. 


Early on the morning of the wedding 


the girl's mother goes out and gathers 
flowers from twelve different plants 
Theae are boiled, and the bride bathes 
in the water. She then puts on an en- 
tire suit of new clothes, and while 
dressing stands in a round-bottomed 
basket This is supposed to bring good 
luck. Her dress is red, a red gauze 
veil covers her from head to foot, anc 
round lier forehead she wears a red 
band from which a red frieze falls over 
her face 
When dressed, she bids 


good-b} to hei mother and is taken 
ijnto the outer room by the go-between 
Two male members of the bridegroom'i 
family are waiting for her T\ ith a se 
dan chaib to carry her to lier new 
homeJ As she is carried off custom de 
mands that bhe should crj and wai 
aloud, and, poor child, she is ready 
enough to do so No member of he 
own family accompanies her. entirely 
alone, she is leaving her home forevei 
her former friend's and companions sh 
may never see again, and alone she i 
about to enter on a new life among 
total strangers, She is going to a 
slavery as absolute and irrevocable as 
any that ever existed. And more often 
than not, be it remembered, she is a 
child of twelve years old or under 


Arrived at the bridegroom's home 


she is greeted and led into the house 
by the "mistress ot ceremonies," a 
woman chosen for having a large num- 
ber of children, led by her into the 
house, she and the bridegroom sit 
down at a table set in the main room, 
and are served with a collation by her 
and the go-between 
As this is the 


first time that the two young people 
have been face to face, it may readily 
be supposed that they are naturally 
curious about each other's appearance. 
Etiquette, however, commands that 
the bride should sit demurely with 
cast dou n. eyes, and a* she still wears 
her red veil and fringe she can see lit- 
tle and eat less "The bridegroom, 
however, eats something out of all the 
little dishes that are handed to him. 


When the meal is over the bride is 


ceremoniously conducted into an inner 
apartment which has been elaborately 
decorated for her reception. 
Every- 


thing is covered with red; the hang- 
ings are red, embroidered with differ- 
ent colors, and In this fed room which 
is to be her home (or her prison) for 
the rest of her life the poor girl sits 
alone for the whole of the long day 
No one breaks in upon her solitude, no 
one speaks to her; occasionally some 
one looks in at the door to see if she 
is sitting immovable in her red dra 
peries by the side of her red table as 
etiquette prescribes. 
All around the 


room are ranged the red boxes contain- 
ing her trousseau, and perhaps even a 
Chinese girl can derive pleasure under 
trying circumstances from the con- 
sciousness that for the first time in 
her life she has more new clothes than 
she could ever before call her own. 


At sundown the males ol the family 


and their friends have an elaborate 
banquet, and'af ter they have finished 
and retired to the men'a apartments, 
the women come out of the stuffy little 


Inner rooms, from which they . 
been watching through oninka in WK. 
light waHs the rereby <rf the men. and 
feast royally on the remnants. After 
all have finiahed, ttia go-between and 
mistress ot ceremonies go into th» 
bride's room, drag her to her feet and, 
throwing back her reU, rapport her on 
either side, while the men come and 
look at her. Each, man, holds a, lighted 
taper which ha thrusts as far as possi- 
ble into the otherwise dark room, and 
by ita faint light carefully examine* 
the bride. Custom demands that ahe 
shall struggle to free herself from those 
who hold her, and to hide her face 
from her observers, but as this is the 
nly time in her life that she can re- 
ceive admiration from men, it may be 
surmised that her resistance ia not very 


ncere. 
This concludes the ceremony, if cere- 


mony it may be called, and from thin 
Ime ahe is a member of her husband's 
household, obliged to render implicit 
bedience and service of all kinds to 
its parents and grandparents, and also

Materials and Increased Duties on 


Manufactures to be Given a 


Practical Teat. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. Ml.—Despite the 
recautions of the bouse ways and 
Leans committee to prevent its secrets 
Becoming public property, some of the 
etails of the -work on the tariff bill 


are leaking out. There is apparently 
no donbt that wool and coal and iron 
re will be placed on the free liat. It 
s understood also that n material re- 
nction will be made on steel rails, 
'he dnty on tin plate, ae has been, pre- 
iously announced, will probably be 
educed from 2.2-10 to one cent 
The schedules on textile fabrics have 


neen substantially agreed upon in ac- 
cordance with the democratic theory 


f free raw materials and increased 
uties on manufactures. The woolen 
uties will be similar to those in the 
pringer bill, not above 40 per cent. 
d valorem and at 30 per cent, on only 


few items. The rate on mannfac- 


ures of cotton will be about 40 per 
ent. including cotton hosiery as well 
s fabrics. 
The duties on liueu goods and laces 


will suffer » considerable reduction in 


iew of the fact that flax and the 
ather raw materials of the industry are 
going upon the free list. The repre- 
entativesof the linen manufacturers 
,ave been bringing strong pressure to 
tear upon the committee to maintain 
he existing duties, but the compound 
duties are likely to be abolished in 
ivery case, and some of the ad valorem 
luties reduced. 


A meeting of all the democratic 


members will be held to-day, at which 
the subcommittees having in charge 
the various schedules will submit their 
reports. The work of adjusting and 
larmonizing the reductions will then 
be continued until the bill shall have 
been completed. It ie expected that 
this result will be reported the last of 
next week, or not later than the Mon- 
day following. The bill will then be 
reported to the full committee and 
made public the same day. 


Chairman Wilson believes that the 


bill will be taken up in the house and 
generally debated for about ten days 
preceding the holiday recess. 
Mr. 


Wilson will make the opening speech 
in support of the measure, and it is 
understood that Mr. Burrows, of 
Michigan, one of the republican mem- 
bers of the committee, will speak first 
for his side. An effort will be made 
to close general debate ns qnickly as 
possible in order that the honse may 
proceed to consider the measure under 
the five-minute rule.
